This week we are still stand- 
ing in front of Mr. Eris’ bulletin 
board for it is so full of inter- 
esting news concerning psy- 
chology. : 

“Yes, dear, no, dear, I think 
so” — all the expressions a man 
uses to convince a wife that he 
is listening to her chatter while 
he is reading the paper are not 
expressions of indifference, but 
it may be that he- simply 
cannot hear her. Middle aged 
men, doctors frequently find, 
lose their ability to hear high 
pitched notes, such as their 
wives’ shrilling, but can hear 
perfectly the low pitched rumble 
of thunder or traffic. Other un- 
fortunates hear women’s voices 
quite plainly but not- other 
men’s.. Most cases of deafness, 
however, were of the type which 
could hear the tone of a bass 
viol or a bass drum, but couldn't 
hear the high notes of a piano 
or the still higher rattle of a 
bunch of keys. 

A very interesting and timely 
experiment was carried out not 
long ago by Kurt Lewin, a Ger- 
man-Jew, who came to _ this 
country recently, and who is 
now associated with the State 
University of Iowa’s child wel- 
fare station. He created condi- 
tions of authority which approx- 
imated the conditions of fascism, 
democracy and anarchy, among 
children in Iowa City grade 
schools. The children: were told 
that clubs were being formed to 
make model airplanes, furniture 
and theatrical masks. From 
volunteers, four groups of five 
children. were chosen, their 
scholastic ability, social relation- 
ships, family background and 
such factors checked to make 
theegroups alike. 

When the club held meetings, 
strict and minute observations 
were held, records of conversa- 
tions were kept and motion pic- 
tures were taken. At six club 
meetings the ten-year-olds work- 
ed under conditions of democ- 


‘racy, next under fascism, and 


then under conditions of anar- 
chy. 

Under fascist conditions the 
leader determined the policy 
and directed all actions; in de- 
mocracy. the leader offered al- 
ternatives and let the children 
vote; in anarchy the leader 
answered only questions put 
directly to him. During fascist 
club meetings the children sel- 
dom smiled or spoke. They did 
what they were told to do but 
stopped when the leader left 
the room. 

In contrast to fascism the at- 
mosphere in: democratic groups 
was pleasant and. friendly, and 
if the leader left the room, the 
students went right on working. 
Under anarchy there was a lot 
of horse play but little work, the 
atmosphere soon becoming one 
of complete boredom. There 
were 40 times as many hostile 
acts under fascist conditions as 


under democratic, 70 per cent of |f 


all utterances were “I” centered 
while under democracy only 30 
per cent were so centered. Work 
under -anarchism was slight 


while work accomplished with|F 


fascism and democracy was the 
same. 

After club meetings the stu- 
dents invariably chose the dem- 
ocratic leader as the most popu- 


lar even if he had been the fas-}f 


cist leader in another group. 
One out of 20 (the son of an 


army. officer) preferred fascism

with the knowledge that there 
are now matters of difference 
between his government. and 
theirs, but of neither with an 
expectancy of war. 

He worships God in the fas- 
hion of his choice. 

His children are with him in 
his home, neither removed to a 
place of greater safety, if young, 
nor, if older, ordered ready to 
serve the state with sacrifice of 
limb or life. 

He has his. problems, . his 
troubles, his uncertainties, but 
all others are not over-shadowed 
by the imminence of battle and 
sudden death.

Christmas seals are now on 


sale. It is more important than 
ever that we buy. seals this year 
for the number of tuberculosis 
cases in Monterey county has 
been increasing. This is due to 
an increased effort on the part 
of the National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation to discover and treat 
cases. 

Many people are unaware of 
the danger of tuberculosis for it 
is painless and may be present 
for months or even years before 
it is discovered. The most ap- 
parent symptoms, fever and a 
constant cough, are found in 
only the more advanced cases, 
but loss of weight, loss of ap- 
petite, unexplained tiredness 
and indigestion are danger sig- 
nals and should be investigated. 
There are two ways to discover 
tuberculosis, the skin test and 
an X-ray. The skin test is very 
simple, a mere prick in the arm 
which, if swollen after two days 
indicates that the person has 
tuberculosis germs in his body. 
It does not indicate how many 
or how far advanced the disease 
may be. The other test is more 
specific. An X-ray is taken and 
it shows how far the disease has 
developed.
